A HONITON town councillor has launched 
a judicial review into sanctions imposed on 
him by his own council. 

Dr John Taylor was found to be in breach of an 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) code of con¬ 
duct - to treat others with courtesy and respect - 
and was censured by Honiton Town Council. 

However, Dr Taylor is now challenging these 
sanctions as he believes they affect his ability to 
provide the service he was democratically elected 
to do. 

Someone who feels that an exercise of power by 
a government authority, in this case Honiton Town 
Council, is unlawful because it has violated their 
rights may apply to the administrative court for ju¬ 
dicial review of the decision and either have it 
quashed or possibly obtain damages. 

The row between councillor and council first ex¬ 
ploded, over a year ago, when Cllr Taylor wrote a 
letter to a constituent explaining a council decision. 
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In the letter Cllr Taylor made several remarks 
about Town Clerk Chetna Jones, which a standards 
committee later found breached EDDC’s code of 
conduct. 

Sanctions suggested by EDDC for the town 
council to enforce, included censuring Cllr Taylor 
and asking him to attend an appropriate training 
course so that this type of incident did not happen 
again. 

Honiton Town Council then imposed their own 
sanctions requiring him to apologise for his con¬ 
duct at a meeting of the council and that several 
other restrictions be placed on him. 

The sanctions laid down by HTC include his re¬ 
moval from five committees and working groups, 
and that Cllr Taylor has 
to be accompanied by 
Honiton mayor, Cllr 
Caroline Kolek, any¬ 
time he wanted to enter 
the council offices. 

Honiton Town Coun¬ 
cil released a statement 
in regards to the judicial 
review being launched. 

The statement reads: 

“At its meeting in Octo¬ 
ber 2015, Honiton 
Town Council agreed to 
adopt sanctions to apply 
when any member of 
the council had been 
found to be in breach of 
its code of conduct. 

“The imposition of 
such sanctions had been 
recommended follow¬ 
ing the independent 
audit of the town coun¬ 
cil conducted by the 


South West Audit Partnership in March 2015. 

“It was agreed by the town council that sanctions 
would apply when the East Devon District Council 
monitoring officer had made a ruling on a mem¬ 
ber’s breach of the code of conduct and that spec¬ 
ified actions would be undertaken until the 
recommendations of the monitoring officer had 
been complied with in full. 

“Once the monitoring officer’s requirements had 
been complied with, sanctions against the council¬ 
lor concerned would be lifted. 

“In November 2015, the East Devon District 
Council standards sub-committee found that Honi¬ 
ton Town Councillor John Taylor had breached the 
code of conduct in respect of paragraph 4 (a) - you 
must treat others with courtesy and respect. 

“As a result of this ruling the town council’s 
agreed sanctions came into effect and Cllr Taylor 
was informed of the sanctions which would apply. 


“Currently Cllr Taylor has been removed as a 
member of committees, sub-committees, working 
groups and as a representative on any outside or¬ 
ganisations. 

“Cllr Taylor may attend and participate at meet¬ 
ings where the public have the right to do so and 
in the same way as a member of the public. 

“Cllr Taylor has also been made aware that he is 
able to participate fully in town council meetings 
and must abide by the town council’s standing or¬ 
ders in the same manner as any elected member of 
the council. 

“Cllr Taylor attended the town council meeting 
on Monday, February 8th and particpated fully in 
the meeting.” 

“The town council is aware of its duty of care to¬ 
wards its employees and has requested that Cllr 
Taylor should only visit its offices if he is accom¬ 
panied by the mayor. 

“This request is a separate matter and is not part 
of the sanctions imposed as a result of the breach 
of the code of conduct.” 

Dr Taylor said: “The town council’s sanctions 
upon me are completely unlawful. I have been 
democratically elected to serve on the town coun¬ 
cil and its various committees and working groups. 

“I have approached lawyers at considerable ex¬ 
pense in order that I might be allowed to exercise 
my democratic right.”

HOLYROOD Academy in Chard and Axe Valley 
Community College in Axminster have joined 
forces in a management partnership, initially 
until the end of the year.

From the editor's chair 

Another unseemly council row 



A NEIGHBOURHOOD plan being put together 
for Colyton and Colyford is turning out not to be 
very neighbourly at all. 

The whole idea of a neighbourhood plan is to 
ensure that the local community has the final 
say on whether a development plan comes into 
force in their area. The local planning authority 
- in this case East Devon District Council - is 
responsible for organising the initiative. 

It gives volunteers the opportunity of work¬ 
ing alongside their local council to ensure that 
a wider view is taken into consideration when 
mapping out a future of a community. 

There are neighbourhood plan groups in both 
Colyford and Colyton who come together to re¬ 
port to Colyton Parish Council - but for some 
weeks now rumours have been rife that mat¬ 
ters have not been all sweetness and light - not 
for the first time in Colyton in recent years. 

Matters came to a head at a meeting of the 
parish council last week when councillors 
were accused of acting in a “threatening, ag¬ 
gressive and hostile manner” towards volun¬ 
teers from Colyford. 

Former councillor and Mayor of Colyford 
Howard West went even further by claiming 


that he and his wife had been threatened by a 
member of the parish council. The next day he 
stood down as a member of the neighbourhood 
plan committee, as did his wife and another 
person from the Colyford committee. 

Council chairman Andrew Parr moved 
quickly to dismiss such accusations, claiming 
Mr West has been “fighting a turf war” be¬ 
tween Colyton and Colyford. Now they needed 
to get on with the job in hand. 

It seems a great shame to me that Colyton 
Parish Council find themselves in the midst of 
further disturbing claims. 

Colyton is such a tightly knit community 
which always rises to the occasion when it 
comes to supporting community projects and 
events. One might argue that the town de¬ 
serves better. 

In recent times this newspaper has been 
treated in an appalling manner by some parish 
councillors and no doubt we will be accused of 
fanning the flames once more. 

The matter is clearly not over as this news¬ 
paper understands there will be more resigna¬ 
tions from the Colyford volunteers.

THE development of Colyton Parish Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan has got off to a rocky start with resigna¬ 
tions and claims that the parish council, which is 
leading the project, has acted in a 1 ‘threatening, ag¬ 
gressive and hostile" manner towards volunteers. 

Issues came to a head at last Monday's council 
meeting, where volunteers complained that they 
had been accused of "having a shindig at the 
parish council's expense".

Assistant SCC Highways Service Manager, Mike 
Fear, who is responsible for co-ordinating the 
work, explained why the work is necessary, the 
requirements for diversionary routes and the 
proposed signage. 

Councillor Walker said: "This was a constructive 
meeting... which has led to a better understand¬ 
ing of the challenges facing everyone during this 
important work. 

"As a result of the meeting there will be some 
changes to the signs that will be advising of ac¬ 
cess and diversions and local businesses are bet¬ 
ter placed to make arrangements for the duration 
of the works." 

The major highway drainage improvement work 
is due to start on February 22nd.

THE owner of a Beer business has vowed to stick 
by her managers - even though they have both 
just been convicted of fraud. 

Roberta Hunt owns the Seafood Platter, previ¬ 
ously known as as the Barrel O' Beer, and em¬ 
ployed Andrew and Julia Rayner from Southend, 
Essex, 18 months ago to run the business. 

But last week Andrew Rayner, aged 52, was 
jailed for five years for committing ten counts of 
fraud when he appeared at Basildon Crown Court 
alongside his 49-year-old wife Julia. She was 
sentenced to nine months imprisonment - sus¬ 
pended for 18 months - for money laundering.

Police appeal after 
sexual assault 


POLICE in Honiton are appealing for information 
following a sexual assault of a teenage girl.

Town council to go forward 
with free car parking plans 


HONITON Town Council will 
move forward with plans for 
the Dowell Street Car Park to 
be trialled as a free car park for 
general use for the next six 
months. 

The proposal had been criti¬ 
cised by several members of 
the public who see the failure 
to introduce a ticket machine 
as an opportunity missed in 
raising funds for the council. 

The council's car park work¬ 
ing group had put forward sev¬ 
eral recommendations to the 
council which were passed by a 
large majority. 

These included EDDC being 
informed of the trial, the car 
park to display appropriate 
signs and that the council in¬ 
form Devon County Council it 
doesn’t wish to pursue a park¬ 
ing order. 

Chairman of the working 
group, Cllr Henry Brown, also 
released a statement hoping to 
clarify several issues raised by 
members of the public - for¬ 
mer deputy mayor John 
Zarczynski and former council¬ 
lor Les Lunt. 

The statement reads: “Under 
the TR1 transfer document, 
Section Two: Additional Provi¬ 


sions, it states that the Bee¬ 
hive car park must have coach 
and car spaces available which 
are unconnected with the 
community centre. 

“The covenant also states 
that whilst this is maintained 
for public use, it is still privately 
owned by the council. 

“Mr Zarczynski is mistaken in 
saying that the car park itself is 
public and also that it has to 
generate revenue. 

“Nowhere in the covenant 
does it state that the car park 
must be ‘pay and display’ -this 
is false information. 

“Secondly, signage and 
coach / car parking spaces will 
be completed within weeks 
rather than months, therefore 
this will in fact be completed 
within the ‘two year’ allotted 
time. 

“This negates the claim that 
the council has exceeded this 
period. 

“Thirdly, Mr Zarczynski scolds 
the council in claiming that the 
Beehive charity and hospitality 
company have been benefiting 
from free car parking when it 
should be benefiting the 
ratepayers. 

“He has overlooked the fact 


that ratepayers have had ac¬ 
cess to the free car park and 
will continue to do so. 

“Fourthly, in Mr Lunt's letter 
he claims that ‘Honiton would 
benefit from this lucrative 
asset'. 

“There is no evidence to sub¬ 
stantiate the claims that this is 
a lucrative asset, hence why 
the council is trialing this set¬ 
up for a six-month period to 
obtain reliable and factual data. 

“Finally, Mr Lunt also claims 
that the council is giving away 
this asset; this is completely 
untrue. The council is not giv¬ 
ing away the car park to a pri¬ 
vate company, it is still 
retaining ownership. 

“The Beehive company have 
already made it clear that they 
will not be claiming for loss of 
potential revenue, the car park 
being maintained as free will 
benefit all parties. 

Perhaps Mr Zarczynski and 
Mr Lunt would like to explain 
what they did; they were on 
the council for 15 of the last 24 
months, of which 12 of those 
months Mr Zarczynski was 
deputy mayor. Are they aware 
of what asset stripping actu¬ 
ally is?”

HONITON’S Tourist Information Centre Ltd has 
ceased to trade and is now closed for business. 

In a statement, Honiton TIC said: “We have been 
funded mainly from trading income and a grant from 
Honiton Town Council and partly from a donation 
from the Chamber of Commerce. 

“Additional assistance and contribution has also 
been given by EDDC by allowing the company to use 
the building at a peppercorn rent and our thanks go 
to each for their help and contributions. 

“Due to a change in nature of trade and the growth 
of the internet this business model has proved to be 
no longer viable.” 


Honiton Town Council will be consulting with the 
relevant parties in order to re-launch a new model 
TIC for the 21st century.

Jurassic stood out above all other 
opportunities.” 

Now, on the brink of opening, 
Mike feels a mixture of pride and 
excitement and there’s one aspect 
of the visitor attraction which he 
thinks gives it an extra special in¬ 
gredient. 

“As well as offering a great day 
out to our visitors, we also feel 
we’re an important part of the 
local community,” explained 
Mike. 

“Seaton Jurassic came from an 
idea put forward by local people 
more than ten years ago and it is 
they that have helped us to get this 
far. We like to think the centre is 
repaying this faith. “We’re pro¬ 
viding employment to local peo¬ 
ple, working with more than 70 
local volunteers, and we plan to 
be attracting thousands of visitors 
to the town, boosting its econ¬ 
omy.” 

“Devon Wildlife Trust 
has never opened a visi¬ 
tor attraction on this 
scale before, so it’s also 
a big venture for the 
charity. It could be seen 
as daunting, but I’ve 
gained a great deal of 
confidence from our vol¬ 
unteers, the community, 
East Devon District 
Council (who own 
Seaton Jurassic) and our 
other partners. 

“We’ve had support 
from them every step of 
the way. With that be¬ 
hind us, I think Seaton Jurassic 
will be a success.”

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Former Marine backs Row2Recovery team 


A FORMER Royal Marine Commando based in 
Honiton has shown his support to a crew of four am¬ 
putees who rowed across the Atlantic in the only way 
he knows how - rowing. 

Invictus games medallist Ray Lowrie rowed 17 one 
hour sessions to support the Row2Recovery team. 
The group of four veterans, with only three legs be¬ 
tween the four of them, took on the Talisker Whiskey 
Atlantic Challenge - which sees teams row from the 
Canary Islands to Antigua - and became the first all 
amputee crew to do so. 

The crew also took with them the Baton’s message 
of conscience, provided to them by charity founder 
and Honiton local Alan Rowe MBE. 

The Baton is a charity which seeks to raise and 
maintain awareness within the public about the real¬ 
ity of life in armed forces and those fundraising for 
military charities often take the Baton’s ‘Message of 
conscience’ along with them, as its inspirational 
words reminds them why they take on these chal¬ 
lenges.

Ray joined Alan in trying to row for an hour a day 
as regularly as possible to raise awareness for their 
cause and tried to put in perspective the physical dif¬ 
ficulties that the Row2Recovery team had to face. 

He said: “When I row my silicone liner that holds 
the prosthetic leg on gets hot and retains sweat as it 
is not breathable, this makes the limb loose, uncom¬ 
fortable and potentially damaging if not dealt with 
accordingly. 

“The friction causes blisters on the stump which 
burst and leave raw painful soft tissue that is made 
even worse when constantly soaked with sweat; a bit 
like trench foot but on the stump. 

“They have all this and then the added elements of 
saltwater and a very unstable platform bobbing 
around the ocean.”

Ray, who rehabilitated with the Row2Recovery 
team after he had to have his leg amputated follow¬ 
ing six years of complications after an accident in 
2008, said that by rowing for just an hour it gave him 
a tiny taste of what these guys put their bodies 
through every day. 

He added: “It’s not easy to just jump on a rowing 
machine and row for an hour, it’s also physically de¬ 
manding on the body and painful on the hands. 

“But while you row it gives you time to reflect on 
things and appreciate the enormity of the challenge 
these guys are taking on.” 

Ray completed the row while in several different 
get ups including as a clone trooper from Star Wars, 


Batman, Superman; he also rowed without wearing 
his prosthetic and even naked. 

Ray’s rowing exploits took him to the Invictus 
Games in 2014 where he picked up a gold and two 
silver medals. In the future he plans to compete in 
indoor rowing challenges around the UK against able 
bodied athletes. 

“I won’t be doing it to win,” Ray said, “because 
that is asking too much, but I hope to be able to be 
up at the top with them and gain some respect and 
awareness that disability doesn’t always mean you 
can’t do something. In my case, and many others, I 
know we are just as abled - if not more abled - than 
many who claim to be able bodied.”

‘Home repair’ 
trio jailed 

A TRIO of rogue traders, whose victims included 
Seaton pensioners, has been sentenced. 

Three men were found guilty of conspiracy to defraud 
the vulnerable and elderly for shoddy and unnecessary 
home repair work in a case brought by Devon and 
Somerset Trading Standards Service 

Sentenced at Exeter Crown Court, Thomas Maughan, 
27, and Thomas Mahon, 46, were each sent to prison 
for 12 months for their part in the fraud. 

Both had pleaded not guilty but were convicted after 
an eight-day trial. 

A third man, Mathew Latham, 35, who had previously 
pleaded guilty to the same offence, was sentenced to 
five months in prison - suspended for 12 months - as 
well as 150 hours Community Service. 

A fourth man was cleared after saying he had merely 
been a passenger in his cousin’s van. All had resided on 
a caravan site at Princes Park, Farringdon, near Exeter. 

Thomas Maughan, who owned the site, and Thomas 
Mahon, were jointly ordered to pay the prosecution 
costs of over £23,000. 

The court had heard that the men were part of a gang 
who traded as Wimpey Construction Paving and 
Cleaning Services Ltd, and between August and No¬ 
vember 2013, the gang attempted to carry out work at 
the homes of primarily elderly and vulnerable residents 
in Newton Abbot, Dawlish and Seaton. 

Their tactics included cold calling, overcharging for 
work, applying high pressure sales techniques and in¬ 
sisting upon cash payments for what experts say was 
shoddy, poor standard work. 

In some cases the men did not carry out the work 
that was agreed and failed to provide customers with 
information as to their right to cancel the contract. 

On one occasion a 93-year-old man in Seaton was 
on the verge of handing over £5,200 for paving work 
on his drive, when a bank cashier became suspicious 
and alerted police and Devon and Somerset Trading 
Standards. 

An 81-year-old man, also from Seaton, who has since 
died, became suspicious of the gang when they de¬ 
manded cash halfway through the work on his drive. 

He was so concerned about their behaviour and at¬ 
titude he called the police. 

Other victims included a Seaton widow whose Eng¬ 
lish was not good. 

Judge Erik Salomonsen said the gang’s approach was 
marked by their willingness to be belligerent, and ex¬ 
tricating cash from elderly, vulnerable, and lone female 
victims, escorting and surveying customers while they 
withdrew money from cashpoints to pay them. 

Further aggravating features included their failure to 
respond to warnings by Trading Standards Officers and 
wrongly placing the blame on others.

Over 50s urged to ‘Drink Wise’ 


OVER 50s drinkers in Devon 
are at increasing risk because 
their attitudes may stop them 
from asking for help, according 
to a fresh Drink Wise, Age Well 
report. 

Drink Wise, Age Well is a Big 
Lottery Funded programme to 
help prevent alcohol misuse 
amongst older people, specifi¬ 
cally those aged 50 and over. 

The Drink Wise, Age Well 
programme has just carried out 
the largest study of its kind ex¬ 
ploring alcohol use and behav¬ 
iours in the over 50s population 
in 10 locations across the UK. 

Over 50s in Devon were 
among the 16,700 respondents. 

Key findings include: 

■ Attitudes held and experi¬ 
enced by older drinkers may 
stop them for asking for help in 
reducing their alcohol use. 

■ Over half of respondents aged 


over 65 believe that people with 
an alcohol problem have them¬ 
selves to blame. Nearly a quarter 
think they should feel ashamed. 

■ The five most frequently re¬ 
ported reasons for those who 
drink more now than in the past 
are age-related. These include 
retirement, bereavement, loss of 
sense of purpose, fewer oppor¬ 
tunities to socialise and finances. 

■ Around 4 in 5 of those who 
are at increasing risk of harm 
from alcohol said that on no oc¬ 
casion had relatives, friends, 
doctors or other health workers 
been concerned about their 
drinking or suggested they cut 
down. 

■ 1 in 4 said they would not tell 
anyone if they needed help. 

Julie Breslin, who is the Drink 
Wise, Age Well Programme 
Lead, said: 

“One positive from the Drink 


Wise, Age Well study is that 80 
per cent of the over 50s sur¬ 
veyed are drinking at lower risk 
levels. 

“However, of those who are 
drinking at more risky levels the 
majority have never had anyone, 
including health professionals, 
talk to them about their alcohol 


“Also a quarter of people 
would not know where to go for 
help nor would they ask if they 
needed it. 

“Thanks to support from the 
Big Lottery Fund, Drink Wise, 
Age Well is working to tackle 
the stigma around alcohol use in 
the over 50s population and do 
this through raising awareness, 
training frontline staff to ‘ask the 
question’ and ensuring appropri¬ 
ate help is available to those at 
risk when they do look for it.”

Dunkeswell and Chardstock escape expansion 


DUNKESWELL Parish Council has praised district 
officers for support given during the East Devon 
Local Plan process, saying the subsequent ruling will 
help to protect against larger-scale development. 

The praise came after a government inspector ruled 
that Dunkeswell (and Chardstock) are not suitable for 
expansion to meet housing land supply targets. 

As part of the Local Plan Process, a 12-criteria as¬ 
sessment was used to determine which villages were 
suitable for expansion. 

The criteria included whether each respective com¬ 
munity had basic facilities such as a medical practice, 
general store, post office, primary school, public 
transport and so forth. 

Villages that are deemed suitable are classified as 
Sustainable Communities. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) officers 
concluded that Dunkeswell, as well as Chardstock, 
did not meet the criteria to be on the list of Sustain-

able Communities. 

Dunkeswell Parish Council expressed delight, so re¬ 
acted angrily when EDDC councillors suddenly dis¬ 
agreed and formally included the village (and 
Chardstock) on the list. 

In its formal response to the Local Plan consulta¬ 
tion, the parish council wrote: “Dunkeswell Parish 
Council is extremely concerned at the last minute ad¬ 
dition, against the officers’ recommendation, and de¬ 
spite not qualifying to proceed even to the second 
stage of scoring, that our parish suddenly become one 
of the few selected communities which undergo a 
boundary review process during the summer months 
to facilitate future development.”

Tithe maps subject of talk 


DEVONSHIRE ASSO¬ 
CIATION AXE VALLEY 
BRANCH: There was a 
full house at Colyton’s 
Peace Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion, for the February 
meeting of the Devon¬ 
shire Association Axe 
Valley branch, where 
historical maps of the 
town and neighbouring 
Colyford were on dis¬ 
play. 

They were included in 
a survey of The Tithe 
Maps of Devon given 
by Dr Richard Oliver of 
Exeter University. They 
showed Colyton in 
1843, which had many 
more orchards and clear 
fields than can now be 
seen, which is now 
dominated by the big 
black box that repre¬ 


sents St Andrew’s 
Church. 

The church benefited 
from the one tenth of all 
produce from the tithe 
tax system organised 
after being taken over 
by Henry VIII and his 
Protestant Reformation. 

Using his rich collec¬ 
tion of slides Dr Oliver, 
concentrating mainly on 
the tithe maps of East 
Devon, was able to 
show the wide variety of 
styles. In the early days 
the fields had tithe num¬ 
bers and very few 
names beyond the big 
house of a village. Thus 
the map of Gittisham 
and its area, close to 
Honiton, showed the 
Combe House, that is 
now a hotel in big let¬ 


ters, while the tithe rated 
village cottages were 
mere numbers. 

Redemption of the 
system was supposed to 
have begun in 1936 but 
in fact some tithe busi¬ 
ness surprisingly contin¬ 
ued under the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fish¬ 
eries until 1996. 

Following the annual 
general meeting on 
March 9th, the final Axe 
Valley branch talk of the 
present season will be 
given by Captain Hugh 
May about the secret 
1940 local radio station, 
manned by Home Guard 
auxiliaries, set up to op¬ 
erate behind German 
lines after the expected 
Nazi invasion.

She has now retired from the nursery 
but definitely not given up. 

She will recount some of her experi¬ 
ences - as she says “very much a 
hobbyist’s dream though sometimes 
more of a nightmare”.

Useful tips shared at 
art demonstration 


HONITON ART SOCIETY: Despite 
the stormy weather there was a good 
attendance at Honiton Art Society’s 
February meeting when Norman 
Rossiter gave a demonstration (pic¬ 
tured). 

Norman is well known for his photo 
realist paintings of wildlife but on this 
occasion he demonstrated painting a 
landscape in watercolour. 

Working on stretched 140 NOT wa¬ 
tercolour paper, Norman first wetted 
the surface and, as he was working on 
an upright support, he emphasised 
the importance of not having the 
paper too wet; the surface should 
have a sheen on it but not look shiny. 

A pale Autumn sky was created 
using mixes of Raw Sienna, Alizarin 
Red, Cobalt and Burnt Umber. The 
foliage of the trees was painted with 
mixes of Raw Sienna, Earth Red and 
Burnt Umber, dabbed on with a 1" 
Flat Brush. Norman finds that a flat 
brush can be used to produce most of 
the paint marks required and that syn¬ 
thetic brushes do the job just as well 
as expensive Sable. 

One of the most important skills to 
master, he continued, was brush con¬ 
trol and techniques, closely followed 
by skilful colour mixing; a sketch 
book was an important aid for prac¬ 
tising and recording on the spot ref¬ 
erence material. 

When it came to painting grass, 
Norman speeded up the task by tap¬ 
ing together three bmshes, each a dif¬ 
ferent thickness. The greens he uses 



are Olive, Golden and Sap Green, but 
these are never used straight from the 
tube, always in mixes. 

Norman had intended to paint a sec¬ 
ond picture in Acrylic after tea, but 
unfortunately, having been held up in 
traffic on the way, he ran out of time. 
However there was time enough to 
answer questions and pass on more 
useful tips to his audience. 

Chairman Barrie Raby thanked 
Norman for a very interesting and 
helpful demonstration. 

The next meeting of the society is 
on Monday March 14th. when local 
professional artist, Nick Watton, will 
be doing a critique of members’ work.

■ IN cold sunshine on a somewhat muddy grassy 
slope in front of Exeter's Wonford Hospital, dozens 
of young doctors and student nurses with banners, 
biscuits, stethoscopes and babies formed a picket 
line on Wednesday, February 10th during their one- 
day strike aiming to keep our NHS safe. 

Passers-by in cars and buses were generally sup¬ 
portive. These well-educated, intelligent health 
workers were very much aware of their new role as 
the “front line troops" in defence of our public serv¬ 
ices. 

I was glad to be one of several members of the 
public whom they thanked for travelling from 
around the region to support their picket. 

Under the slogan “Not fair and not safe" the junior 
doctors were thanked in return for taking this 
united action rather than giving up on the NHS as 
others are doing. It would be much easier for them 
to take individual decisions to leave the service or 
to leave England in droves. 

Teachers have been leaving for similar reasons 
over the past five years. 

TTiose of us needing more health care in our final 
years over the next decade or two must be very 
concerned about the growing shortage of trained 
health staff in England, particularly in Devon, where 
recruiting and retaining NHS staff is one of our 
biggest challenges: almost two thirds of our GPs in¬ 
tend to quit within the next five years, and vacancy 
rates are over 10 per cent among community

nurses and 12 per cent among North Devon hospi¬ 
tal doctors. Levels of staff sickness are high, and 
rising.

in 2008, along with the introduction in the UK of 
Record Store Day and followed in 2009 by the book 
Last Shop Standing, which also became a film. 

Initially Vinyl Saturday’s aim was to create in¬ 
terest in records again and to encourage as many 
outlets as possible in the town to offer vinyl 
records for sale. In 2007, when the event was orig¬ 
inally conceived, vinyl records were considered a 
dying medium for playing music. 

However, one of the owners of Clocktower 
Music thought differently, recognising that there 
was an opportunity for Bridport to attract visitors 
by promoting the advantages and joys of owning 
and playing vinyl records. This has worked very 
well for Bridport and in this small town there are 
now around 15 places to search for records all year 
round - plus Saturday's market days see even 
more opportunity. The resurgence of records in re¬ 
cent years has made Bridport one of the vinyl 
hotspots for buyers outside of major cities. The 
event’s importance was recognised early on by 
being voted Record Fair of the Year across Europe 
by Record Collector magazine

THE BRAND new album from Miranda Sykes and Rex Preston - The 
Watchmaker's Wife (released on February 19th 2016) - although not 
a parable of their personal lives, is most certainly a reflective, pow¬ 
erful and moving collection of tales of love and loss; some traditional 
and delivered in a way that maintains the dignity of the 
old songs; some original and with very modern 
arrangements; some are covers; all with a vibrant, im¬ 
mediate and edgy feel.

Trial by Jury is one of the zaniest of Gilbert and Sullivan’s satirical flights of 
fancy, with a plot that is about as daft they get. The scene is a courtroom and the 
‘Trial’ is for ‘Breach of Promise of Marriage’. Angelina is the devious and money- 
grubbing Plaintiff while Edwin, the Defendant, though guilty as charged, turns out 
to be the only honest character; he speaks his mind and has the best tunes. 

Before any evidence has been heard, the Usher sternly lectures the jury members 
against ‘bias’ of every kind, and then stirs them up to sympathise with the Plaintiff 
and condemn the Defendant. The Judge enters to respectful music but turns out to 
be verbose and amorous; he wants to tell everyone his life story before getting 
down to business. The moment Angelina appears he is besotted with her, and the 
Jury agree with him. Counsel for the Plaintiff (also visibly moved) makes a meal 
of how deeply wronged she is and how dastardly are the morals of the Defendant. 
The Defendant then gallantly tries to be helpful: “I’ll marry this lady today and 
I’ll marry the other tomorrow.” This is politely turned down as being against the 
law (Burglary!) The Plaintiff passionately renews her vows of undying love, at 
which the Defendant threatens to get drunk and beat her up. The Judge says, very 
well, let’s make him tipsy and see what happens. All hell breaks loose as everyone 
(except the Defendant) objects to this sensible solution. 

This endearingly absurd story is swept along on Sullivan’s music, which gleefully 
points up the bogus emotions with all their humbug and pomposity, while contriv¬ 
ing a sly wink at Handel along the way. 

Leslie Baker is much ad¬ 
mired as a tenor and choral 
conductor throughout the 
West Country. With his wife 
Kate Baker, pianist Michele 
Banting, and other friends he 
has devised and directed this 
performance. Enhanced by a 
cream tea in the warmth of 
The Gateway, Trial by Jury 
promises to be an excellent 
antidote (the fourth in the se¬ 
ries) to February Blues.

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Safety should be “standard” on 
all new cars launched in 2016 


SAFETY experts at Thatcham Research have wel¬ 
comed the calls from leading automotive consumer 
magazine ‘What Car?’ in supporting the availability of 
important, low cost, safety technology like Au¬ 
tonomous Emergency Braking (AEB) across all cars. 
Currently only 17% of cars available to buy in the UK 
have standard fit AEB. 

The simplest form of AEB sensor, enabling a Lidar 
based system that is found on the likes of the Volvo 
V40 and Mazda 3, could cost manufacturers as little as 
£40. More advanced radar and camera based auto¬ 
braking systems, which provide additional functionality 
including the ability to avoid pedestrians and other vul¬ 
nerable road users, have unit costs which are still likely 
to be under £200. 

Thatcham Research applaud car manufacturer’s fast 
progress in developing crash avoidance technology, and 
point out that 41% of cars on sale in 2015 had AEB avail¬ 
able. However, only 17% of cars available have it fitted as 
a standard feature. And of the remaining 24%, less than 
2% were specified with AEB as an “extra” by motorists. 

A recent survey conducted by Thatcham Research 
and Direct Line Insurance Group*, revealed that 82% of 
drivers think car safety features like AEB should be fit¬ 
ted as standard and available for free. Not as an “extra”. 

The effectiveness of AEB has already been recog¬ 


nised by insurers, with the standard fit system typically 
attracting a benefit of 3-5 insurance groups, equating 
to a reduction in premium of around 10%. 

Thatcham's Director of Research, Matthew Avery 
said: “There is no longer any excuse for car makers to 
launch new cars without AEB as standard across the 
board, and along with dealerships, to promote and ex¬ 
plain AEB more effectively to consumers. 

“Not only will this reduce insurance premiums, but 
give peace of mind for motorists by significantly reduc¬ 
ing crashes and associated injuries."

THE recently launched BMW 7 Se¬ 
ries now has a prestigious flagship 
at the head of the range: the new 
M760Li xDrive V12 marks the 
debut of a very special V12 engine 
to provide stunning performance 
with exemplary refinement. 

With TwinPower Turbo technol¬ 
ogy incorporated for the first time, 
this new M Performance engine 
produces 600hp and 800Nm of 
torque. It’s harnessed by a highly 
sophisticated chassis specifically 
tailored to the model, and de¬ 
ployed to the road via BMW’s 
xDrive all-wheel-drive system 
with a rear-bias for more dynamic 
handling. 

The new model is instantly 
recognisable thanks to the M Per¬ 
formance body enhancements, 
specific trim details and unique 
20-inch alloy wheels. An active 
quad exit exhaust system ensures 
that, when desired, the presence 
of the new M760Li xDrive V12 can 
be heard as well as seen.

Powertrain: The allure of a V12 

The 12-cylinder engine layout 
traditionally enjoys an exclusive 
status above all others, and in the 
new M760Li xDrive V12 provides a 
superb blend of performance and 
refinement. The 6,592cc M Per¬ 
formance TwinPower Turbo 12- 
cylinder engine develops an 
output of 600hp at 5,500rpm and 
generates its peak torque of 
800Nm from as low down as 
1,500rpm.This enables the car to 
accelerate from zero to 62mph in 
just 3.9 seconds and on to a gov¬ 
erned top speed of 155mph. It now 
also links up with the Auto Start- 
Stop function, which is just one 
measure that contributes to an 
impressive official combined fuel 
consumption figure of 22.4mpg 
and C02 emissions of 294g/km. 

For the construction of the 
all-aluminium block, BMW 
engineers focused on maximising 
rigidity while also minimising 
weight. Using a closed-deck 
structure, combined with bolts 
holding the cylinder head down on 
the floor plate of the crankcase, 
has ensured the stability of the 
cylinder liners. Double bolts on the 
main bearings, with an additional 
connection to the side panels 
through threaded support bushes 
and bolts, reduce the influence of 
lateral forces from the crankdrive 
on the crankcase. Further 
components that serve to reduce 
vibrations and noise to an absolute 
minimum are iron-coated 
aluminium pistons; forged 
connecting rods assembled using 
the cracking process, and likewise, 
a forged crankshaft.

sion Injection. Together they en¬ 
able sharp responses to even the 
slightest movement of the accel¬ 
erator, a linear torque curve and 
exceptionally low fuel consump¬ 
tion and C02 emissions for a car in 
this performance class. 

Under an engine cover bearing 
“M Performance" lettering are two 
mono-scroll turbochargers, lo¬ 
cated - thanks to the small 60- 
degree cylinder angle - in a 
compact arrangement on the out¬ 
side of the two rows of cylinders. 
Each turbocharger supplies six 
cylinders with compressed air. 
Their positioning allows for short, 
straight and therefore flow-effi¬ 
cient pipe connections between 
the exhaust system and the tur¬ 
bochargers. A sophisticated indi¬ 
rect intercooler, minimising the 
overall volume of air required and 
reducing lag, cools the air from 
each turbocharger. An additional 
water pump feeds the separate 
coolant circuit required for this 
purpose, whose air-to-water 
heat exchangers are positioned 
directly on the intake manifold. 

The engine’s catalytic convert¬ 
ers are equipped with advanced 
exhaust gas sensors and quickly 
reach their optimum operating 
temperature thanks to their posi¬ 
tioning close to the engine, assist¬ 
ing the M760Li xDrive V12 in 
meeting the EU6c exhaust stan¬ 
dard. In order to reduce backpres¬ 
sure, the M sports exhaust 
system features mostly straight 
pipes of the largest possible diam¬ 
eter. The evolution of the rear si¬ 
lencers and flap activation system 
allows everything from maximum 
refinement to a full-bodied 12- 
cylinder soundtrack. 

The adoption of high precision 
fuel injection optimises the com¬ 


bustion process. Injectors posi¬ 
tioned centrally in the cylinder 
head measure out the fuel pre¬ 
cisely and spray it into the com¬ 
bustion chambers in finely 
atomised form and at up to 200- 
bar of pressure. The mixture cool¬ 
ing brought about by the directly 
injected fuel also allows a higher 
compression ratio than that 
achieved by a turbocharged en¬ 
gine with manifold injection.

CHARD'S player resources were stretched to the 
limit last weekend which meant the 2nd XI travelled 
to Sidmouth with a squad of 10, including Trevor Goss 
whose groin injury confined him to walking pace for 
much of the match.

THE Livingstone family from Ottery St Mary 
won’t forget the 2016 South West Cross Coun¬ 
try Championships in a hurry. 

Bothers Patrick and Jonny Livingstone, who 
are both students at Colyton Grammar School 
were joined by sister Florence, who goes to 
Kings in Ottery, in the Devon team that encoun¬ 
tered some of the worst conditions in the history 
of the event at Pittville Park, Cheltenham, on 
Saturday. 

“It was pretty brutal,” said 16-year-old Flo¬ 
rence, who finished 37th at her first attempt in 
the senior girls’ age group. 

“It was just a mud bath out there and they were 
the worst conditions I have ever run in.” 

Not that the conditions bothered 12-year-old 
Jonny as his skipped over the gloopy mud to fin¬ 
ish an excellent eighth in the junior boys’ age 
group and helped guide Devon to a narrow team 
victory. 

“The conditions were very horrible but I like 
running in the mud,” said Jonny. 

“It was definitely the worst conditions I have 
ever run in but I am pretty happy with my per¬ 
formance to finish eighth. I beat some people I 
don’t usually beat and Alex Moyse (Devon 


champion) only just caught me before the fin¬ 
ish.” 

While Jonny is just starting out on his schools' 
career 18-year-old older brother Patrick was 
making his final appearance in the event and can 
take great encouragement from his 10th place in 
the senior boys’ race. 

“I didn't mind the course but the weather made 
it really tough so I was pleased to come 10th and 
second Devon runner,” said Patrick. 

“To be honest I was expecting to finish in the 
top 20 so 10th was really good and shows I am 
being consistent. I was third in the Devon 
Schools' and Clubs’ Championships and fourth in 
the South West Clubs’ so that is not a bad 
record.” 

Watching parents Alan and Clare were under¬ 
standably proud at seeing their children in action 
for Devon, an impressive achievement that few 
families have ever achieved in the county. 

“And we have 10-year-old Scarlett coming 
along soon and she will also be one to watch out 
for,” said Alan.
